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Man charged with manslaughter 
following one-car accident 


Roger Wayne Gunnels, 32, of Temple City, is in 
custody for manslaughter/killing of a person, under 
the influence of alcohol or drugs, following a one-car 
accident last Thursday, Jan. 28. 

Bonnie Jean McNeal, of San Gabriel, was pro¬ 
nounced dead at Methodist Hospital, following the 
crash, having suffered fatal head wounds when the 
car, in which she was a passenger, went out of control 
and hit a tree at 180 S. Michillinda in Sierra Madre. 
She was 31 years old. 


Gunnels had minor injuries and was in court. 
Monday when the case was filed. 

Chief Bill Betts told The News that the couple 
was celebrating renting a home in the canyon on Brook- 
side Lane and was going southbound on Michillinda 
when Gunnels lost control of the vehicle. It ran into 
a tree at 10:35 p.m. last Thursday. 

This is the second vehicular fatality in Sierra 
Madre during a 12-month period, with Chris Stanton 
the former one. 



Jury selection to begin 
for Percell murder trial 


Jury selection begins Friday, Feb. 5, in the double 
murder trial of Jeffrey Percell, 35, in Van Nuys Superior 
Court. Percell is accused of shooting both of his 
parents, John and Doris Percell, who were found 
bound, gagged and shot, in different rooms of their 
home on Liliano Drive. Discovery of the bodies was 
by Sierra Madre Police on Nov. 16, 1988. 

The trial has been delayed through a series of 
postponements and continuances since he was ar¬ 
rested on Dec. 13, 1989, in Burlington, Vt., after he 
surrendered to police there. He was extradited in 
April, 1989, after a fight and has been incarcerated 
since. 

The Percells had been dead 24 to 48 hours, ac¬ 
cording to the coroner, after they were found in sep¬ 


arate rooms of the house, both covered with quilts. 

Percell had fled the scene, apparently with Mrs. 
Percell’s cream-colored Mercedes. 

Rowan Klein, attorney for the defendant, told 
The News that he would introduce motions to sup¬ 
press evidence that was seized in Vermont. 

When asked what evidence, he replied, “Jewelry.” 

Klein said he would also introduce a motion to 
suppress what the Sierra Madre Police and sheriffs 
had observed at the Percell home. 

“We feel that the (Sierra Madre) police had no 
right to go into the house without a search warrant,” 
he said. 

Klein expects jury selection to continue through 
the end of next week.

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Past items fill Sierra Madre City Council agenda Feb. 9 

, Pniir rnmnanies submitted Reau 


February 9 is the date when several items will be 
brought back to the regular City Council meeting from 
previous agendas. 

One includes a conditional use permit, an appeal 
public hearing, for the day care center proposed by 
Miriam and Thomas Justice at 647 W. Sierra Madre 
Blvd. 

A public hearing is also planned for that Tues¬ 
day evening on the recommendation for a refuse sur¬ 
charge to cover the costs of settling a lawsuit over a 
Monterey Park landfill (Oil), no longer in use, which 
the city used years ago. The trash collection bill cost 
would be $5 per month for each for the next three 
years. 

The third public hearing Feb. 9 is for the second 
reading of the Day Laborers Ordinance No. 1094. 

Also to be heard Feb. 9 is a continuation of the 
various requests from M and H Investment, the Law- 
son Martins, from last week’s meeting. More will be 
reported on that later in this piece. 

A review is scheduled next Tuesday for 590 Acacia 
which was before the last Planning Commission meet¬ 
ing. Commissioners voted that the structure was 
three stories high and that it exceeded 30 feet. Com¬ 
mission Chair Whilma Holcombe and Commissioner 
Eloise Parker voted “no”; however, the motions 
passed. 

Litigation on the Monterey Park landfill - called 
Operating Industries Inc. (Oil) dump - was directed 
toward over two dozen Los Angeles County munici¬ 
palities, claiming that the cities had contaminated 
that landfill with their trash. Sierra Madre, of course. 


was one of those sued. 

Rather than continue with the lawsuit. Sierra 
Madre chose to settle. With the $160,(XX) in attorneys’ 
fees the entire amount is about $700,{XX). The city 
hopes to get part of that money back with the added 
trash cost discussed above. 

At last week’s City Council meeting, Charles 
Corp, speaking as a director of the San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley Municipal Water District, reminded the public 
that the water quality board will be elected this month. 
The board will be made up of representatives of cities 
with pumping rights (Azusa, Monterey Park and Al¬ 
hambra are three of those). Sierra Madre does not 
have pumping rights even though it is in the water 
district. 

Concerning the appeal public hearing for M and 
H Investment (the Lawson Martins), Mark Steres, at¬ 
torney for the Martins, discussed the four-lot sub¬ 
divisions they wish to build up on the other side of 


Chantry Flat Gate. 

Originally, he said, the application was for 10 
lots; however, now they arc willing to settle for four 
lots. 

The applicant has executed a Development Agree¬ 
ment with the city which provides for the develop¬ 
ment of the site and the four lots include, two lots of 
one acre with a minimum lot width of 136 feet, one 
with 1.75 acres with the lot width of 136 feet; and 
7.68 acres svith the same lot width, 136 feet. 

Several people spoke against the plan because of 
the exce.ssive amount of cut and till necessary, especial¬ 
ly for lot 4. Both Bill and Verna Chilton and also 
Steve Broiles noted concern because the ridgeline was 
being changed with the grading which was totally 
against the Hillside Management Ordinance, they 
said. 

As we stated earlier, this hearing is continued to 
Feb. 9. 


Four companies submitted Requests for Propo¬ 
sals (RFPs) for the city’s integrated waste manage¬ 
ment programs and the city will take the time to inter¬ 
view all and choose one. Western Waste Industries 
and Waste Management were chosen as low bidders; 
however, the other two who presented RFPs were 
National Environmental Waste Corporation (NEWCO) 
and Universal Waste Systems, Inc. 

“Man’s Best Friend” was filmed the past two 
weeks, primarily on W. Mira Monte St. between 
Baldwin and Auburn. 

In the community communications, Joylouise 
Smith talked to the council about her concern that 
the flag in Kersting Court had not been cared for 
properly. She understands that Bill Birgensmith, one 
of the original flag committee members, is willing to 
take back the responsibility from the VFW. How¬ 
ever, city staff will discuss that possibility and get 
back to the City Council with a determination. 




Sierra Madre PD record busy week last week 
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The past week was a busy one for Sierra Madre 
Police with three major problems, one which included 
another story on this page, concerning the auto acci¬ 
dent fatality last Thursday evening. 

On Jan. 27, three males were arrested in the bur¬ 
glary of the Search and Rescue headquarters in the 
1900 block of Stonehouse. 

Michael Koon, 20, of Temple City; David Patrick, 
19, of Arcadia; and Michael McNeil, 19, of San Ga¬ 
briel, were arrested when the equipment was recovered. 

The team reported that the burglary must have 
happened sometime between Jan. 18 and 22 because 
a member was in the building on the 18th and returned 
on the 22nd when the supplies were discovered miss¬ 
ing. 

The team reported the burglary on Jan. 26 and 
the three males were arrested on Jan. 27. 

Those items removed were a medical pack with 
medical supplies, two “butt” packs with Search and 
Rescue supplies, and four lengths of rescue rope, with 
a combined value of $1650. 

Unlawful entry was through an unlocked window. 
Chief Bill Betts reported. 

The three were sent to county jail and each is be¬ 
ing held on $10,(XX) bail. 

In another matter, Luis Amaya, 35, of Encino, 
was arrested at 2:15 p.m., Jan. 30, on a felony nar¬ 
cotic arrest for the sale and transportation of mari¬ 
juana in the 400 block of W. Carter. 

Officers recovered $15(X) in cash and a pound of 
marijuana, and police are in the process of seizing 
Amaya’s auto, a 1986 Saab, 16 cyclinder 900S. 

He is in county jail being held on $10,000 bail, 
according to Sgt. Larry Lutzow.

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‘Home alone’ 
safety tips 


A couple of weeks ago, Dick Rogers, 
our Out and About columnist, talked 
about the incidence of “latch key” chil¬ 
dren - children who are left alone while 
parents work. It happens - even in Sierra 
Madre. 

The National Safety Council has 
established some guidelines to teach 
children in case they must be alone at 
home for awhile. 

A few of them are included here: 

• Introduce your child to a neighbor 
who will be the child’s “special 
neighbor.” Tell your child to call 
or go to this neighbor if there are 
any problems. As I recall, there 
were certain “safe” houses desig¬ 
nated in Sierra Madre near Sierra 
Madre School for this very same 
reason. 

• Familiarize your child with emer¬ 
gency phone numbers, including 
a number where a parent can be 
reached. 

- Teach your child how to phone for 

help. Post your home phone 
number and address with direc¬ 
tions to your home so your child 
can call for help in an emergency. 
Remind your children not to hang 
up the phone until the operator 
has all the information. 

■ Answering the phone or the door 

also is important. Children should 
never tell a phone caller that their 
parents are not home. They should 
never open the door for anyone 
unless they know the person. 

- Review fire safety and earthquake 

safety. Your child should know a 
home fire escape and earthquake 
alternate plan. 

■ Role play with your children, talk¬ 

ing out different situations. 

We shudder to think of any children 
being home alone for any length of time. 
Please, parents, give it serious thought 
before taking that route.

The Bar-X Ranch

It has been my good fortune to have had 
many delightful vacations, but none surpassed 
those I spent at the Bar-X Ranch, an Idaho Shan¬ 
gri-La. It had everything - beauty, wonderful 
people, good hunting and fishing, and best of 
all, a feeling of remoteness. It was never pre¬ 
tentious, but some of the guests certainly added 
a touch of spice with their presence. For instance, 
a vice admiral of the Navy, who had sent word 
ahead that he would bring his own supplies, a 
most unusual statement. He arrived in due course 
with a case of scotch whiskey, and nothing else. 

But the most interesting person I ever met 
was a miner named Jim Williams, who owned a 
gold mine about a mile from the Bar-X. He lived 
in a cabin just below the mine tunnel. He was a 
frequent visitor to the Bar-X as the Andersons 
were not only the closest neighbors he had, they 
also were very good friends. I met him one night 
when he was at the ranch seeking to borrow a 
rifle. It was deer season and he had loaned his 
to a friend who had not returned it. Andy An¬ 
derson suggested that I go hunting with Jim, as 
he knew the country well and it would give me a 
good chance to bag some game of my own. It 
was agreeable to me and Jim was delighted, so 
after insisting I have breakfast with him the next 
morning, he walked out into the dark. 

Shortly after daybreak, I arrived at the cabin, 
a low, squat building of heavy logs. It looked 
as if it would be there forever. By the only door 
was a wooden bench on which a water bucket, 
wash basin and dipper provided crude but ade¬ 
quate facilities. A much-used towel hung from 
a nail. Jim heard me and bade me enter. The 
interior was a worthy match to the exterior, the 
rough logs and lodgepole rafters bespeaking 
solidity and permanence. 

Jim announced we would have bacon and 
eggs for breakftist, eggs being a treat he had only 


when he had been to Salmon City for supplies, 
scxnething the Andersons did for him every three 
months. On the stove were several slices of store 
bread. Jim apologized for the smell. It seemed 
that some kerosene had slopped onto the bread 
while traveling the rough road from Salmon City. 
But no matter, Jim’s coffee effectively killed 
the taste of the kerosene. That brew would have 
made King Tut turn handsprings. As I ate, I gazed 
around the cabin, the rough wooden bed, the 
homemade furniture, the well-endowed beauties 
gazing from the calendars on the wall. 

Breakfast over, we left, our destination 
being a high ridge where a deer of legendary 
proportions was said to reside. 1 didn’t expect 
to see him, as I had heard similar stories many 
times. But there he was, an enormous buck, the 
biggest I had ever seen. I handed Jim the binocu¬ 
lars. He took a long look. “Got a butt like a 
chorus giri.” Not ever having any connection 
with the theatrical world in any way, I was un¬ 
able to make an accurate assessment of his view¬ 
point. Anyway, that’s what he said. The deer 
spooked, and with one bound disappeared and 
we saw him no more. 

Hours of hunting resulted in nothing more 
than fatigue, so mid-afternoon found us back at 
the cabin. Jim warmed up the knee-buckling 
coffee, and over a final cup we shook hands 
and pledged to meet again next year. Next Octo¬ 
ber rolled around and I learned that Jim had 
died a few months earlier, dropping dead on a 
dusty road in the mountains of Idaho. 

I never saw the cabin again, and it still may 
be there. If it is, cobwebs, dust and pack rats 
have doubtless taken over. Sitting at the table 
is a ghost in blue overalls, and still looking 
down, the faded beauties of another age, their 
paper charms torn and ravaged by time. 

And from the breadbox there comes the faint 
odor of kerosene.

Well, I thought I knew what I was going to 
write about, and it was an upbeat piece too... 
but 1 made the mistake of watching the tube (a 
bad habit), something called “Street Stories.” 
The narrator was Ed Bradley of “60 Minutes” 
fame. The segment that turned me off my earlier 
subject for this piece focused on a young woman 
who gave up a promising stage and film career 
for the life of a freelance photo-journalist. I’m 
not talking about your run-of-the-mill PJ here. 
This woman has covered 18 wars or insurrections 
in five years. Everything from Northern Ireland 
to Somalia. I regret that 1 couldn’t quite grasp 
her name. I do know, from clips of her earlier 
stage and film work, that she has considerable 
talent. The big question, of course, is why leave 
that for horse pucky and gunsmoke? 

Her answer was lengthy but informed. She 
essentially placed the role of “actress” in a cat¬ 
egory of the damned. She tired of the politics, 
the incompetence and the endless affronts on 
her dignity. But basically, one felt, she wanted 
to end the facade...the fairy tales...and taste of 
life in its fullest. 

She found her cup running over...and over. 
During these five years, she would almost lose 
her legs during an artillery barrage (she still 
limps), she would witness some of the most brutal 
acts imaginable (including herself being raped 
when criminal opportunists in various countries 
found she was not aligned with any news or¬ 


ganization), but she would compile some of the 
most damning photographic evidence produced 
in recent years. No one can look at her photos 
and not see abject cruelty. They are so bad, most 
magazines and newspapers hold back on many 
of them, but the photos you do see of many of 
the serious backfires of the world come from 
her cameras. 

It’s obvious that she takes her role very ser¬ 
iously. Beyond the personal threat to her safety, 
one is astounded by her courage. In one shot, 
a MIG fighter is strafing and firing rockets at 
tanks in what used to be Yugoslavia. The air¬ 
craft makes a low pass, firing continuously, and 
passes over her left shoulder. 

Some people will shrug and wonder if she’s 
lost her mind. Although she didn’t quite say 
this, you get the impression she feels that most 
people either turn away or shut out what is dis¬ 
turbing to them. She may have learned of the 
usefulness of photos taken by German concen¬ 
tration camp guards during World War 11. Like 
tourists in hell, they took pictures of their dirty 
work, but instead, it provided evidence that was 
used to indict them. 

What appeals to me about this woman is 
that she has found herself. She’s unlocked the 
box and found a secret of sorts - one that all of 
us know is out there, somewhere. We would 
like to find it too.

Question; I noticed a lump on my dog’s 
skin over his chest area about a month 
ago. It doesn’t seem to bother him and it 
hasn’t gotten any bigger. How imr>ortant 
is is that 1 have it checked by a vet? 

Any new lumps and bumps should be checked by a 
veterinarian. Many times they are benign fatty 
tumors or cysts. However, some are malignant or 
locally invasive. Approximately twenty percent of all 
dogs will die from cancer. A veterinarian may be able 
to tell what the mass is by inserting a small needle in¬ 
to it and removing a few cells and examining them 
under a microscope. This is a very simple procedure 
that requires no anesthesia. If this is non-diagnostic 
than a larger section or all of the mass may need to be 
removed under anesthesia and then sent out to a 
laboratory for analysis. Any masses found inside the 
mouth or associated with mammary glands or any 
mass that is ulcerated or has come up suddenly, is 
firm and growing rapidly should be looked at im¬ 
mediately.

YOUNG MEN AND FIRE 
Norman Maclean 

Aug. 5, 1949. Fifteen Smokejumpers and 
one Forest Service guard began battling a forest 
fire touched off by lightning. Less than two 
hours later, only five remained, and by noon 
the next day, two more succumbed to their severe 
burns. 

What began as curiosity fed by a personal 
brush with a forest fire’s deadliness, became an 
urgent compulsion and finally, a lifelong obses¬ 
sion for Norman Maclean, author of “Young 
Men and Fire.” Maclean divides his book about 
Montana’s Mann Gulch Fire into two main 
sections: the actual story of what he pieces to- 
gether as the most probable story of what hap-

pened late that afternoon in Mann Gulch, and 
the story of his search to find all the pieces that 
made up this story. 

Maclean felt compelled to find the story 
within this catastrophe, “a story that honors the 
dead realistically (and) partly atones for their 
sufferings.” It was his hope that this tragic tale 
“might go on and become a story (that) will not 
have to be made up,” as it is with any good non¬ 
fiction. Because of this necessity, some mystery 
will always remain with the concrete crosses on 
Mann Gulch’s slopes memorializing the dead. 
However, Maclean struggles mightily in his task 
to unlock answers from the living and to glean 
knowledge and understanding from the gulch 
itself. 

Unlike most nonfiction, Maclean’s narra¬ 
tive does not take on the tone of hardcore re¬ 
porting, nor does it rest consistently in the realm 
of literary journalism. His language is poetic 
and beautiful, as fire can be stunningly attrac¬ 
tive. But it is his eloquence that also intensifies 
the graphic brutality wrought by fire, turning 
the truth of the events into something more hor¬ 
rific than a straight reporting of facts ever could. 
As with this fire, there is beauty in the'horrid- 
ness and, more than just an exciting and adven¬ 
turesome tale, the story of the Mann Gulch Fire 
becomes, through Maclean’s efforts, a torment- 
ingly elegant tragedy.

“The Substance of 
Fue” by Jon Rubin Baitz, 
now at the Mark Taper 
Forum, is brilliantly writ¬ 
ten, but each act seems to 
have its own agenda. 

The first is about the 
publishing dilemma. Aaron 
Geldhart is owner of a 
small, respected publish¬ 
ing business and prides 
himself on the literary 
quality or informational 
importance of his product. 
His stockholders are his 
children: Isaac, who is 
his accountant; Martin, a 
landscape architect (his 
father refers to him as 
“that gardener”), and 
Sarah (“the clown”), a 
TV performer on a chil¬ 
dren’s show. They have 
been called together by 
Isaac to bring pressure on 
Aaron to fight bankruptcy 
by publishing a light, satiric 
novel which may bring in 
some real money. Aaron 
wants to publish his sev- 
eral-volumed study of 
Nazi medical experiments. 
Aaron refuses to com¬ 
promise. His children re¬ 
gretfully combine their 
stock shares to take over 


the company. 

Aaron has high ideals, 
but nevertheless, seems 
impossibly stubborn, 
opinionated and short¬ 
sighted. 

In the second act, Aaron, 
feeling betrayed, has 
isolated himself in is apart¬ 
ment, and his children 
are concerned about his 
possible need for psychia¬ 
tric help. A social work¬ 
er comes to evaluate him, 
and he must either open 
up to her to explain his 
irrational reaction or risk 
being sent to an institu¬ 
tion. This he finds very 
difficult to do since he 
has spent his life isolating 
himself and his emotions 
to avoid awakening the 
traumas of his youth in 
Germany. 

Both parts have crisp 
and revealing dialogue. 
Gena Rowlands shines as 
the social worker and Ron 
Rifkin draws a vivid, if 
irritating portrait of Aaron. 
Is he standing by his prin¬ 
ciples or is he out of touch 
with reality? And if either, 
why?

“The King of Schnorr- 
ers,” a small musical at 
the Westwood Playhouse, 
on the other hand, is pret¬ 
ty empty stuff. Based on 
a humorous story by Is¬ 
rael Zangwell, the plot 
turns out to be a predicta¬ 
ble Jewish folk tale. It is 
laid in 18th century Lon¬ 
don, and one might ex¬ 
pect colorful ethnicity, 
but aside from the fact 
that two thirds of the mu¬ 
sic sounds like horas, 
fine for dancing, which 
nobody does, but mon¬ 
otonous for singing, the 


story could be placed any¬ 
where. 

Of course, there is 
“schnorring,” a picturesque 
word. It translates as 
“begging,” but an arro¬ 
gant, manipulative beg¬ 
ging, as its practitioner 
makes it clear that he is 
conferring benefits upon 
the donor and helping him 
to establish credit for his 
afterlife. 


Da Costa, a descend¬ 
ant of the cultured Shep- 
hardic Jews of Spain, in¬ 
troduces himself as the 
King of Schnorrers, an 
aristocrat far above the 
lowly group who are so 


unimaginative as to work 
for a living. His daughter 
complains of her lot as a 
female, condemned to 
obedience, and rebels by 
falling in love with David, 
a carpenter of the peasant 
class. Her father insists 
that the despised David 
prove that he too can 
schnorr, and David pro¬ 
ceeds to outwit Da Costa. 

The songs are pleasant 
enough, but redundant 
and relentlessly repetitious. 
Avi Ber Hoffman plays 
David with ease and charm, 
and also directs. Don 
Mesang as Da Costa, looks 
perfect and makes the right 
moves, but his mind seems 
to be elsewhere. Jeanne 
Montano is pretty and 
sings nicely but is an 18th 
century maiden who talks 
like a member of NOW. 
Tim Farwell, Mary Ellen 
Ashley and Richard Kinter 
are the real stars of the 
show, creating nine other 
characters with a sure and 
versatile skill. 

All in all, I was disap¬ 
pointed in what promised 
to be something unique.
